MEMPHIS. 
A MIGHTY CHARNEL.

Wasnineron, D. C., Sept. 12.—A letter re- 
ceived from one of the Washington nurses, who 
was sufficiently acclimated to remain in Mem- 
phis, gives a aad picture of the terrors of the 
plague there. He says: There are at pres- 
ent not less than 4,000 cases of fever in this city, 
opve-half of which will prove fatal.

DR. PEASE, 

one of the Washington nurses who has retarned 
from Memphis, gives the following description 
of the horrors of the pestilence in that city.

Key West,—but has seen nuthing to compare 
with the death-stricken aspect of Mempbis. 
„The wealthy have almost all departed, leaving 
the poor to shift for themselves, and to the 
horrors of the plague are added those of a con- 
dition of 


APPROACHING FAMINE. 

Provision stores are all closed, and the only 
way to obtain supplies from them is to break 
them open, which is sometimes done. Even 
the drug-stores are closed save threc, and it is 
difficult to get medicine, even when medical at- 
tendance has been had and prescriptions given. 
The banks ere open but one bour a day. 
The commissary depots established dy the 
Howard Association are besieged by throngs of 
negroes, many of whom come in from the sur- 
rounding country, risking the pestilence in 
order to get free provisions. 

No vehicles are seen on the streets except 
dead-carts and doctors’ buggies, with an occa- 
sional hearse conveying the remains of some 
wealthier victim. At night the streets are here 
and there lit up with 

THE BALEFUL GLEAM OF DEATI-FIRES 
that burn in front of each house that contains a 
corpse,—not of each house either, for many a 
victim dies alone after suffering, unattended, 
and there is no one to put out the customary dig 
nal. Persons taken sick on the streets crawl into 
unoccupied tenements, and their corpses are 
afterwards discovered by the smell of their de- 
composing flesh. Many are found dead in the 
public parks or under the fences. Corpses 
accumulate for want of an adequate burial 
force, and treuches are then dug in which great 
rows of coffins are deposited side by side, and 
one row on top another. Dr. Pease states

of the great dest house (which the city now is) 
can be discovered ata distance of three mules. 
There is a great deliciency of competent purses. 
Out of 1,100 employed, only about seventy-uve 
are really etlicient. 

THE DBAD AND PROSTRATED. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 12.—The thermometer 
last night marked 60/6 degrees, but a stiff 
breeze dissipated all hopes of the frost, in which 
lies our only hope for a cessation of the plague. 

From 6 o’clock yesterday evening to noon to- 
day sixty-two deaths are reperted, among whom 
are several most prominent citizens, such as 
Dr. B. W. Avent, Jadge Robert Hutchinson, 
Capt. A. T. Lacey, Prof. E. 8. Francis, and 
Capt. William Klhott. Sister Vincentio is also 
dead. 

The Rev. 8. Landrum, the pastor of the Cen- 
tra) Baptist Church, was taken sick about mid- 
night, while watching at the hedside of his 
dving son, Herbert 8. Landrum, the city editor 
of the Ava/anche, who breathed his last at 2 
o’clock this morning. 

Nurses from Southern cities continue to ar- 
rive, and are much needed. 

Dr. J. W. Woodard, a resident physician, is 
down’ with the fever. The Hon. H. Casey 
Young, M. C., is confined to his bed, but has 
not the fever. 

A cool breeze is blowing, and hopes are enter- 
tained that at least there will be a fa)ling-off in 
the numder of new cases. 

Mayor Flippin is convalescing. 

The weather is cool enough to-night to make 
light overcoats feel comfortahle, and the little 
band of workers are boping for frost. 

Death is still busy. having added 9 more 
in the past 24 hours to the number already 
reported. Among these were F. Neadig, Sister 
Stanisiaus. at Franciscan Convent, and B. N. 
Cutting, of the Appeal force.

NEW ORLEANS.

POTTER PALMER’S AUCTION. 

It was a novel idea on the part of Mr. Potter 
Palmer, himself a large contributor to the 
funds for the relief of the Southern sufferers, 
to sell at auction last evening in the rotunda 
of the Palmer House the choice of seats in his 
concord coaches for daily trips to Lincoln Park 
and South Park, the receipts to go to the Re- 
lief Committee for the good of the cause. 
These coaches, each of which seats twenty-four 
persons, will leave the hotel daily for the re- 
mainder of the month—for Lincoln Park at 
11.304. m., returning at i2:45, fare 50 cents; 
and for the South Park and boulevard at 4 p. m., 
returning at 6, fare $1. The sale last evening 
was sinrply for the choice of seats, and the ex- 
periment proved just what it was designed to 
Show: that some people can be touched by a 
novelty in the way of auctions who perhaps 
would not think of giving in another way. In 
response to an advertisement in an evening 
paper, a large crowd assembled in the lobbe, in 
midition to the botel’ guests, and general 
curiosity was maniiested as to the outcome of 
the scheme. Shortly before & o’clock, Col. 
Eitson, of Elison & Pomerov, the auctioneers, 
mounted the marble counter, and, after 
picasantly introducing 
began the sale 
choice. The first bid was $1. It jumped 
to $5, went up to $10, ran a peg higher to $12 
rushed up to $18, went $2 better, and stoppe 
a minute at $20. jumped to $22, and the first

chose,—and the express companies 
agreed to forward them free 
Mr. H. Florsheim invested 
the sum of $4in two pair, and said he didn’t 
care where they were sent, so that thev went 
South. Another gentleman planked down #$4, 
and the employes of the Falmer House invested 
their contribution—$250—in this practical way, 
so that the auction of seats and blankets to- 
gether brought in the nice littte sum of $391 for 
one-half bour's work.

A PROBABLE CASE. 

It is quite probable that a death has resulted 
in Chicago from vellow fever, and that after 
coming to the city well. The case in guest ion 
was that of a lady named Mrs, E. I. Tobey, 
who came here with her son, aged about 23. as a 
reiugee from Memphis last Friday. She lost 
her husband, who died of yellow fever during 
the latter part of last month, pear Memphis. 
When the widow and her son started for the 
North, they left all their effects in Memphis, 
purchased pew suits of clothing through- 
out. on the wavy, aud. when 
they arrived here Friday last, they 
had nothing with them in the form of bagrave. 
The lady went to ber sister’s residence, Mrs. 
Noble, No. 90 Twenty-äuh street, and with ber 
son intended to remain until cooler weather be- 
fore going baek to their home. Last Saturday 
night she complained of a pain in her back. 
Sunday she had a cid. and the Nobles, fearing 
thal the germs of the fever which she brought 
in ber system from the South were about to 
bear fruit, sent to Peoria for a nurse who was 
known to have had experience. The latter ar- 
rived in duc time, and took care of the patient 
by herself, without medical assistance 
for a time. Mra. Tobey bad a fever. 
whieh Was thought to be nothing 
serious. Tuesday night this left per and a 
coldnces took its place. She continued to grow 
worse, and Wednesday evening Dr. D. T. Nel- 
son, of No. 1108 Indiana avenue, was called. 
lie arrived between 6 and 7 o'clock, and shortly 
alterward the patieut grew verw much worse. 
An icy coldness took pusscasion of her hands. 
feet, and finally ber body, and, for the first 
time tn her iflineas, she vomited a verv dark 
substance, which might have been the “ black 
vomit’ of the yellow fever, aud it might have 
been from other cause. At 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning she died. Dr. Nelson said there 
was po discoloration or febrile reaction 
that he knew of. The nurse reported 
that the pulse at no time had been higher thay 
sevemy-tive or eighty, and that the surface of 
the body had been comparatively cool most of 
the time. The doctor wrote out a death certifi- 
cate. pronouncing the malaliy * Pernicious in- 
termittent fever.“ The body was wrapped in 
heets, soaked in carbolte acid, and was deliver- 
ed to the undertaker to be conveyed to Oak-

Commissioner De Wolf haopened to be pres- 
ent, and, when be read the letter, he was on his 
feet and began making preparations to carry 
out the recommendation of Dr. Nelson. Gath- 
ering up several bottles of disinfectants—sul- 
phurie acid, etc.—and accompanied by an lu- 
spector, he drove fabidly to No. 90 Twenty- 
nfth street. He fumigated the poy soercaan- 
ly, bad it pat in fumigated sheets into a fumi- 
gated coffin, and by 9.o’clock it was ou the way 
to Oakwood Cénietety. While the Commis- 
sioner was busy, his assistant directed his at- 
tention to the room ip which the lady died, and 
treated its contents to a fumigation which will 
be evident for several days. Nothing, how- 
ever, was burned, it not being considered nec- 
essary. The occupapts ef the house, the tamily 
ot E. T. Noble, well, and do not fee! in 
the least alarmed, 

As this was the first refugee who had died 
here,—severa! having had remittent fever, but 
not of the “pernicious” type,—a reporter 
asked Dr. Ve Woif if he were apprehensive of 
the future. 

„No,“ said he. With thousands of refugees 
coming here, it is not reasonable to suppose 
that more will de attacked. 1 have anticipated 
it all along; but the disease cannot spread 
among our people, and there fs no occasion for 
alarm.“ 

A peculiarity of Miss Tobey’s case was the 
absence of discoloration of the skin—a modifi- 
vation doubtless due to climatic mfluences. Her 
pulse, according to the purse, was about 80. and 
the surface of the y Cool. Wednesday 
evening she drank some milk punch, and vom- 
ited two or three times, but not the black stuff 
characteristic of the disease of the South. 

Her body will de kept in a vault at the 
cemetery until cold weather, whey it will be 
seut to Memphis for burtul. 

ANOTHER, 

The tase turned over to Médical-Inspector 
Hail for mvestigation was reported upon as 
follows: " 

Mrs. LeClair reached the city from Mexico Sept. 
3. having stopped one day in New Orleans and two 
days in Loutaville. The day she airived in this 
city she was taken with a chill, followed by fever, 
etc. Since then malaise more or less, most of the 
time. At the present time she is confined to the 
bed. Temperature, 100.8 degrees. Pulse, 110. 
Tongue coated,  icterug well marked. Kpigastric 
uneasiness, with some nausea and vomiting, a 
greenish yellow matter being ejected from the 
stomach. She is feeling much befter than for 
several days past. I consider it a well-marked 
case of remitteat (billious remittent) fever, and do 
not think any uneasiuéss need be felt m regard 
to it.

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HOT OR COLD WATER. 
THE EXPERIENCE OF MRS. SwISsHBLM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Norris Farm, Bureau Co., II., Sept. 11.—The 
discussion on the treatment of yellow fever crows 
hot, and im some respects shows distinction 
without difference. It seems presumptious for 
me to take part in it. but nursing bas as mach 
to do in the case of disease as doctoriag, and, as 
a uurse, I have so often been left to my own de- 
vices or intuitions by the consent of first-class 
doctors, and have so often been taken into 
their confidence, that T claim a right to suggest 
that the idea of killing the germs of fever by cold 
cannot apply after they are lodged in the hu- 
man system, since it is admitted that the de- 
gree of cold required is a black frost. Bring 
down the temperature of a patient to freezing- 
point, and be will be as dead as the 
fever-germs. Nay, produce that decree of arti- 
ticial cold in a hospital, and the shock of enter- 
ing irom the outside heat, or going back into it, 
would be likely to be fatal to both patients and 
attendfauts. I therefore feel that Dr. Choppin 
is mistaken, and that reducing the temperature 
of the body by the persistent application of cold 
would not result as he thinks. I conclude this 
alter having seen cold water and ice used in at 
least one thousand cases to reduce or prevent 
inflammation; and after haviug used the warm 
water m cases given up as #opeless, atid suc- 
ceeding sOoas Ww create astonishment in the 
minds of expericnced surgeaus. I have talked 
the mattcr over with some of the most prom- 
inent doctors in this country,—men who would 
not, from professional etiquette, give a public 
opmion on the treatment chosen by other physi- 
clans.—and ao) quite certain that producing and 
preserving moisture of the skin, opening the 
pores, and drawing through them the poison of 
fever, is the correct treatment; and that this 
can best be done by warm water. 

That officer of the regular army who cured 
himself by the application of cold water 
was a man of great vital force, and 
supplied the heat while the water gave the 
moisture; but a patient of less vitality would 
provably have died from the shock, if not trom 
the fever. Let in this case it does pot seem 
that the water was ice-cold. In the corn-sweat 
the moisture comes from the water left in the 
cob while boiling, and the alkali it cOntains 
makes it still more relaxing; but it would be stil! 
more ellicacious if wet sheets, or soft. wet linen 
towels, were apphed to the skiv, with the blan- 
kets and hot corn outside. Nay, the treatment 
would be still better ff, in addition to using soft 
water, we adda little aikali,—sav the size of a 
Lima bean of washing soda toa gallon of water: 
or, in very bad cases, double that amount. This 
is on the principle of a iye-poultice to a wound 
me ae a | the gangrenous stage. 

As the kidneys and bowels are especially 
affected in yellow-fever, the loins should be cu- 
veloped mn wet compresses, which should be 
{frequently changed. in

After the water 
has deen brought to a boil,so that the corn 
has been thoroughly cooked, the ears of corn 
should be placed in the bed op each side of the 
patient, but not so near as to touch the body of 
the patient, for in euch case it would produce 
a blister. The most convenient way is to lay 
an old sheet uvou the floor; lay the corn in a 
row, two ears side side, as long as the 
patient; lay over the flap of the sheet. One 
person, then, taking hold of one end of it, and 
another the other, can very easily lift the corn 
in the sheet and place it In the bed beside the 
patient; the same thing can then be done apon 
the other side of the patient,—so that there is a 
double row of corn each side of the patient.

We are well 
aware that ordinary field-coru in the ear is dif- 
ficult to obtain in the South. Shelled corn will 
prohably produce. the same effect, but is much 
more inconvenient to apply to the patient, be- 
cause that would have to be placed in small 
bags to be placed iu the bed. 

Sometimes the steam arising from the corn 
and the perspiration in the bed are somewhat 
suffocating to the patient; but this can be rem- 
died by keeping the ciothes close around the 
neck of the patient, so that rone of the steam 
from under the clothes can reach the mouth or 
nostrils of the sufferer. We have ually 
known, and learned. from others, go mauy 
cases where persons suffering with diseases 
previousiy mentioned have been speedily cured, 
that we know that the above remedy is eflica- 
cious in such cases, and have no doubt it would 
be equally benelicialin yellow-fever.

Thirteen additional bodies of victims were re- 
covered before the floodiag of the pit began.

Swindling on Sugar-Importations. 
Boston Glove. 

The New York Advertiser says: 

Owing to the continued successful efforts of Mr. 
Secretary Sherman, aided by his special agents, the 
duties assessed on sugar at the port of New Vork 
for the last fifteen months compare favorably with 
the other importing ports of the country. Fora 
period of twelve consecutive months the net 
weight of sugar landed at this port subject to as- 
sessmnent of duty was 925, 67:4, 805 pounds; amount 
of duty collected on the same was $22, 414, 855. 34, 
being an average of 2.42 cents per pound, which is 
fully up to the average of that assessed at other 
Custom - Houses. 

The impression sought to be conveyed by 
this statement is misleading, for the official 
figures show that most of this sugar must bave 
been entered at the Custom-House under the 
very lowest duty; and this is the point at 
which the frauds upon the revenue and upon 
the people are practiced. Thus, the amount of 
sugar imported at New York, tor the year end- 
ing Juve 30 last, was 1,073, 508,143 pounds. The 
duty. collected was $24,834,786. Now, if this 
sugar had all been eutered as of the lowest 
grade, it would have paid duty in the sum of 
62.484.289, leaving less than one and one-half 
million dollars for duty collected on all sugars 
on the lowest grade. 

These figures are very suggestive of fraud; 
and we would like to ask Mr. Shelton what por- 
tion of this thousand milnon pounds of sugar, 
which came in under the lowest rate of duty 
(one and three-fourths cents per ponnd), would 
honestly test as high as 96 or 98 per cent, and 
ought to have paid the tighest rate of duty 
(three and o2e-half cents per pound). We un- 
derstand that twentv-tive samples which passed 
the New York Custom-House under the lowest 
rate tested 83 to 9 per cent saccharine matter, 
apd should have paid from two and one-quarter 
to three and one-nalf cents per pound into the 
Treasury. This shows the necessity of a specif- 
ic duty as plainly as can be desired. 

But who pays the cost of these frauds? The 
C nited States Treasury suffers first, and every- 
oue’s taxes are higher m consequence; but the 
real burden comes right upon the cousumer,— 
upon every poor man the country over,—who 


pays the highest rate for the sugar which he 


puts in his coffee, white the refiner who has 
cheated the Government puts the é€xcess into 
bis pocket. Is this the honest way!

A Baby Shark. 
New York Herald. 

A shark was caught yesterday afternoon in 
the East River, off Pier No. 23. It was a mere 
baby shark, and belongs to the species unscien- 
tifically known as ‘‘sbovel-nose.”’ A reporter 
inspected it last night in the cellar of a liquor 
store on South street, and found it to be about 
four feet long from tip to tip, with a singular 
formation io front of ibe mouth. This was 
shaped like a shovel and about a foot wide, and 
on either «extremity one of the creature’s eycs 
was placed. The general effect was not ut all 
pleasant. The shark looked decidedly savage, 
and the grimness of its appearance was in no re- 
spect lessened by a large wound in the throat, 
from which part a big iron hook projected. His 
captors were Capt. Jack Sullivan and James 
Church, both employed in Fulton Market. Sul- 
livan has earned a reputation as a sbark-fisher. 
He told the reporter that three years ago he 
caught seven one very hot day; last year he 
only caught three, but he had already caught 
five this year. Three ot these were ground 
sharks (one a mere baby), one an angel“ 
shark, and the fifth the sbovel- nose. He 
says this is the first of the species that ne ever 
knew to be seen iu the river. Though small, the 
fish displayed surprising strength, and, he said, 
gave him more trouble in landing than any 
twelve-footer be ever caught.

His vivid descriptions of the 
scenes in that home of death were such as to 
indelibly fix the borrors of the terrible visita 
tion on the mind of even the most casual ob- 
server. His was u case like that of many 
others, he having partially recovered from an 
attack of the disease, resumed his journal- 
istic duties prematurely, was again prostrated 
by relapse, and joined the long train of 
fever-victims at an early hour yesterday 
morning. 4 
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THE INTERESTS OF LAND AND LABOR. 

Ben Buruen’s Massachusetts Convention 
started out by giving the following reason for 
its existence, which furnishes the only basis 
laid down for the new party movement : 

Wurrzas. The old political parties offer no re- 
Met. but are, on the contrary, responeibdie for this 
ead state of things, having legislated invariably 
in the interest of the few atthe expense of the 
many. against the interest of land ana labor, which 
are the sources of all wealth. we call upon the 
peuple to declare their independence from there 
faise guides, and aid in regaining vriceless rights 
bequeathed tous by our patriotic sires. To this 
end we invite the co-operation of every good citi- 
zen, and offer the following resolelions evenci- 
atory of the principles of the National-Greeaback- 
Labor party of Massachusetis. 

Ahn is an indictinent of both the existing 
parties for having legislated against the in- 
teresta of land and labor,—-two words that 
must stand for the farmers and mechanics. 
if Ben Borten and his new friends had 
hoped to make this indictment hold, they 
would have pointed out in detail at least a 
portion of the uxtional legisiation which had 
been aimed against the interest of the 
farmers and mechanics. ‘The fact that they 
ueglected to do se would indicate that 
they bore false witness. Our recollection is, 
that all acts of national legislation with a 
direct bearing on either of these interests 
were intended to be favorable to them; in- 
deed, it could scarcely be otherwise in a 
Congress whose members depend mainly 
apon the votes of farmers and city laboring 
men for their places. A few of the most 
conspicuous acts may be recalled. 

First, as to land or farmers. Congress has 
the right under the Constitution to levy a 
direct tax, which means a tax on land, but 
has refrained from exercising this right be- 
eanse such tax would-be resented as a 
burden upon the farmers. The Govern- 
ment, during the War, was reduced to straits 
that were held to justify the most extreme 
measures for raising revenue. Men were taxed 
in almost every conceivable fashion; capital 
paid on sales, on income, on gross receipts, on 
bank circulation, and in stamps on every 
form of contract and paper denoting its 
change from hand to hand; but, during all 
these extraordinary measures, land was never 
taxed. The nearest the Government came 
to anything of this kind was the direct tax 

of $20,000,000, mainly collected in shape of 
offsets in bills rendered by the States for 
raising and equipping troops. 

The Free Homestead law has been the 
most important legislative measure affecting 
land, and the Butlerites will scarcely dare 
maintain that this law has been oppressive 
upon the classes whom they claim to have 
taken under their wing. Its effect has been 
to locate permanently hundreds of thousands 
of families, add in proportion to the product- 
ive powers of the country, and prevent any 
combinations for great land monopolies. 
The farmers have not complained of it. If 
Borln has in his mind the land-grants to 
railroads, it may be as well to remem- 
ber that they formed the basis for the 
construction of railroads, into new, unset- 
tled countries, that enormously enlarged the 
area of production, and enabled the farmers 
to get their produce to market at rates which 
yielded them a profit; the right of pre- 
emption was reserved to the people, too, in 
case the lands were not sold off within a 
stated period, and the Secretary of the In- 
terior has recently taken steps to enforce 
the observance of this reservation. Con- 
gress, too, set aside one section 
in every township for, common-school 
purposes, and thereby securéd the universal 
adoption of a system of free schools that 
Burt will not find it popular to condemn. 
Lands in large quantities were also donated 
for the founding and support of agricultural 
colleges, the object of which must be con- 
strued as beneficial rather than as detrimental 
to agricultural interests. 

The same view must be taken of the lib- 
eral annual appropriations for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors, justified by the 
increased facilities thus obtained for the 
transportation of the crops and products of 
land. Finally, the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court, known as the Granger 
decisions, confirming the right of State Gov- 
ernments to regulate the rates charged by 
railroad companies, warehouses, and other 
quasi-public corporations, were certainly 
favorable to the farmers of this country. 

How is it about labor? The most sweep- 
ing and enormous schenie of special legisla- 
tion ever conceived in this country was 
adopted and has been maintained under the 
claim of protecting the workingmen of 
the United States against the ‘‘ pauper la- 
bor” of Europe. We refer, of gourse, to 
the Protective tanff.” The interests of the 
city workingman have always been brought 
up to meet every argument urged against 
this excéssive tariff. Whenever it has been 
shown that the revenues of the nation could 

| be increased by readjusting the tariff so as 
to destroy its prohibitory and oppressive 
featurea, the answer has been that the inter- 
ests of the “** laboring classes” demanded the 
maintenance of the present ultra high tariff 
on the consuming public. Every attempt to 
ameliorate the tariff has been met with rage 
and denunciation, and the standing excuse 
for retaining this enormous special tax on 
the people has been the alleged right of 
mechanical labor to special protection. 
Other legislation of Congress, injurious to 
the revenues and indirectly productive of 
increased taxation, have been excused 
and urged on the same ground. One 
such instance was the repeal of the purely 
revenue tax on tea and coffee, which yielded 
some $20,000,000 of clear revenue to the 
country. This tax was taken off on the false 
pretext to secure a “free breakfast table” for

gogue by Congressmen in this matter, except 
to provide a Labor Bureau or Depart 
ment of Statistics, whatever that may mean. 

If Ben Borten really believed, as he 
charges in his lying platform, that legislation 
has been “invariably in the interest of the 
few at the expense of the many, and against 
the interests of land and labor,” why didn't he 
cite some of the objectionable measures 
which have operated in this manner? Bor- 
ter has been in Congress for many years, 
and ought to be as familiar as anybody with 
the legislation extending over the past 
twenty or thirty years. Yet his platform 
does not point out any laws which are 
grinding down the farmers and mechanics, 
nor does it suggest any repeals or amend. 
ments whereby he and his new party pro- 
pose to work outa revolution. The only 
remedy he suggests is a system of flat 
shinplasters, under which the farmers will get 
paid for their grain in a dollar which will be 
worth a fraction of a dollar, and mechanics 
and day-laborers will receive wages for their 
work in the same trash. Unless that be in 
the interest of land and labor,” Bur vrnr’s 
new movement is a ridiculous and lamentable 
falure to correct evils of legislation which 
he asserts to exist but cannot specily. 
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THE ANGLO-TURKISH TREATY. 

The desperate resistance made by the Bos- 
nian insurgents to the Anstrian armies of oc- 
cupation, the troubles in Montenegro and 
Albania, and the complications in Bulgaria 
and Roumania, have averted attention from 
the relations of England and Turkey in the 
matters of the administration of Turkey in 
Asia, as agreed upon in the Anglo-Tarkish 
convention. Rumors having been circulated 
that the projects of reform supported by En- 
gland had met with a rebuff in Constantino- 
ple, the London 7 imes hastens to contradict 
them, atid in its issue of the 28th alt. states 
exactly what has been done. The British 
Ambassador in Constantinople has presented 
a memorandum to the Porte in which the prin- 
cipal reforms, considered indispensable by 
the Government to the promotion of good 
government in Asia, are enumerated. The 
three main points of the scheme are the 
maintenance of order bg means of a gen- 
darmerie, the creation of appellate tribunals, 
with European Assessors to secure an impar- 
tial administration of justice, and the im- 
provement of the machinery by which taxa- 
tion has heretofore been wastefully and op- 
pressively levied. This, of course, is a rea- 
sonable scheme and ought to be accepted at 
one’ by Turkey, if she is really in earnest in 
her expressed desires for reform. That she 
will not accept it at once, however, is shown 
by the following statement of the Times: 
„Wo are told that the Sultan and his Minis- 
ters, so far from wishing to reject the advice 
tendered by Sir Austen Laranrp, have de- 
clared their thorough approval of all the 
reforms in question, though it is evident 
that, after the fashion of Orientals, they are 
disposed to procrastinate and to debate mat- 
ters of detail, with an eye to making in the 
end the most favorable bargain.” 

The obstructive influences which Turkey 

is throwing in the way grow partly ont of 

very natural fear of the Sultan that if 
he yields at once to the English demands 
he will lose all control over his fanatical 
people, and again out of the necessity for 
money which these demands entail upon 
her. The Ministers of the Porte have already 
broadty hinted as much to the Eaglish Am- 
bassador. The answer they will get is fore- 
shadowed in the following from the Times, 
which in this matter speaks for the Gor- 
ernment : 


It will be observed that the Ministers at the Porte 
urge that the greatest difficulty in giving effect to 
the British suggestions is want of money. They 
Will make a merit, it may de assemed, of conced - 
ing the principle of reform in order to claim their 
reward in the shape of a loan guaranteed in some 
manner by this country. It is as well to assure the 
Pashas once for all that they are simply wasting 
time and pains if they are standing out for terms 
of this kind. They must understand that the good 
old days which followed the Crimean War have de- 
parted never to return. This country will never 
again guarantee a Turkish loan, or even help the 
Turks toraise one. If the Porte wants to borrow, 
it must come into the open market, and pay tie 
market price for such accommodation as ut may

It is a little singular that in the discussion 
of the financial aspects of the case the 7'imes 
makes no account of the Russian indemnity 
which is guaranteed both by the treaty of 
San Stefano and the treaty of Berlin, and 
which Russia may demand at auy moment of 
Turkey. That indemnity is a mortgage 
upon Turkey which must be redeemed when- 
ever Russia calls for the payment. As there 
is no prospect of payment in money, Turkey 
must pay in territory. When she has set- 
tled it in territory, what becomes of English 
reforms? What will there be left of Turkey 
for England to administer upon ? 


THE MAINE ELECTION. 

The heaviest Vote ever polled in Maine 
was for Governor in September, 1876, pre- 
ceding the Presidential election. The Dem- 
ocrats had got it into their heads that 
„Tux and Reform were going to sweep 
the State, and that if they could lead off 
with a victory in the September Guberna- 
torial election it would show the drift of the 
popular current so unmistakably as to give 
Tizpen a walkover in November. 
Hence the bar was rolled into Maine 
and the last Democrat was rolled up to the 
polls, and every purchasable vote was se- 
cured. ‘The result was as follows:

This shows a lighter vote by some 12,000 
than two years ago. The combined Demo- 
cratic and Greenback vote is about 66.000. 
or 8.000 over the Republican vote. The 
Republican majority of 15,000 in 1876 has 
been converted into a minority of 8.000. 
which indicates a loss of 21,000. This 
would be caused by less than 11,000 Repub- 
licans leaving their party and joining the 
Piatista, for every vote in such case counts 
two against the party losing it. 

The Fiatists cast 37,000 votes: 11.000 of 
these came from the Republicans and 26,000 
from the Democrats, whose vote of 60, 4233 
two years ago has been cut down to 29,000, 
or to less than half. The Democrats in 
Maine have become the third party” and 
the Fiatists the second. They have 
also dropped into the third place in the 
election of members of the Legislature.

Last year the Repub- 
licans elected 70, the Democrats 56, and the

wero not in a majority they supported the 
Fiat candidate for the Legislature, and they 
supported the Fiat candidates for Congress 
in the districts where their votes added to 
the Fiatists would probably elect. 

The same kind of a gombination seems to 
be rapidly forming in Louisiana, Tennessee, 
and other Southern States between the negro 
Republicans and the white Greenbackers 
who are leaving the Democratic party. The 
rapid spread of the. yellow-fever pesti- 
lence has interrupted the movement. The 
blacks were uniting with tue white Green- 
backers for the purpose of defeating the 
bulldozing Bourbon Democracy. The upshot 
of the movement may spoil the scheme of 
making a Solid South at the next Presi- 
dential election. Politics make strange bed- 
follows. Two years ago the Democrats of 
this State united with the Grangers and beat 
the Republicans on School Superintendent 
by 30,506 majority, carried the Legislature 
against them, and elected thirteen fusion 
members of Congress ont of nineteen, leav- 
ing the Republicans but six. Two years ago 
the Democrats and Greenbackers formed a 
coalition on the State ticket, and fused more 
or less on Congress and the Legislature, and 
for county offices in many parts of the State. 
The minority are very apt to pool their 
issues” against the majority for the sake of 
the spoils of political warfare. 

In Maine the Fiatists and Democrats are 
sure to quarrel over the spoils at the next 
“divide” of offices. Where two ride one 
horse, one must mde behind, and next year 
the Democrats of Maine will refuse to ride 
behind. The consequence will probably be 
that wach faction wul run ils own ticket. 
Many of the Republican Greenbackers will 
become disgusted with their new Democratic 
bed-fellows, and return to their own camp, 
just as they did in Mlimois in 1876. Coali- 
tions often wi a single heat, but rarely re- 
peat the luck twice in succession. 

‘The Democratic leaders of Maine hired the 
use of their party to the Fiatists this fall to 
beat the Republicans, and took their pay in 
offices. If they continue the coalition it can 
only be done by abandoning the Democratic 
party and going over permanently to the Fi- 
atists. They are not likely to do this, as the 
next Presidential election will call them back 
to their own lines.. An attempt to transfer 
the Democatie party in any State to the Fiat- 
ists would inevitably result in a large num- 
ber voting the Republican ticket for the pur- 
pose of defeating the ratification of 
the corrupt transaction, And, if the Repub- 
lican Greenbackers find the Democratie lead- 
ers becoming too familiar for virtuous rela- 
tions, they will return to thei first love, 
Next year will witness three tickets in Maine. 
each doing its level best. the election result- 
ing in a sweeping Republican triumph, with 
the Democrats coming in sécond, but a long 
ways behind, and the Fiatists distanced. 


INTRODUCTION OF THE CAUCUS IN EN- 
' GLAND 


The Liberal party in England bas made u 
new departure in the introduttion of the 
American caucus, or what seems very similar 
to it, into its political system. What is 
known here as the machine” is known 
over there as the ‘‘ Birmingham system,” 
principally because it originated there and 
because one of its most zealous defenders is 
Mr. CNR, the Liberal member of 
Parliament from that city, and it has gained 
additional prestige from its quasi indorse- 
ment by Mr. Giapstons. Under the opera- 
tions of the system every town or borough is 
divided into a certain number of 
wards, and each of these wards 
elects a certain number of members of 
a Oentral Committee. This Committee 
takes entire control of the party interests, 
nominates the candidates, and, instead of 
preparing a general platform upon which 
they are to stand, dictates to them after elec- 
tion as to the political sentiments of their 
constituency and the course thoy are to pur- 
sue in Parliament upon all public questions. 

The operation of the Birmingham system 
is not always smooth. Now and then it 
meets with a man who will not conform to 
its dictation. One such is Mr. WII E. 
Forster, the Liberal member for Bradford. 
At the last election the machine was not 
completely under way, and when Mr. Fon- 
ern entered upon the canvass the Commit- 
tee only went so far as to discipliné him for 
his action upon a certain measure which was 
distasteful to them. Mr. Forster, however, 
proved recalcitrant, set the Committee at de- 
fiance, and got himself elected by the aid of 
the Tories, As there isnowsa prospect of 
another general election before spring, the 
Committee have taken time by the forelock 
and notified Mr. Forster he can have the 
renomination if he will accept Rule XV., 
which binds the candidate to submit himself 
in everything pertaining to his candi- 
dature and to his action after elee- 
tion to the decisions of the Commit 
tee. To this Mr. Forsrer bas replied with 
a very emphatic and vigorous declaration 
of independence. He sets the machine at 
defiance, and notifies the Committee that he 
is entitled to his seat with or without their 
approval, and that he will not accept Rule 
XV. under any circumstances. It is probable 
that an old member like Mr. Forsrer, who 
isas sure of his seat, for instance, as Mr. 
GARFIELD in the Nineteenth Ohio, may set 
the machine at defiance, but younger 
politicians and new aspirants for Parliament 
will have to submit or meet the fate of the 
bull in his encounter with the locomotive, 

The Birmingham system, however, has 
not been adopted without very vigorous op- 
position from many quarters, and, now that 
it is in operation, it is exposed to a running 
fire of criticism on all sides. The English re- 
views have assailed it, and the London Times 
of a recent date, in discussing it, said : 

The excladed minorities drop away from politi- 
cal life; organization becomes more and more a 
thing in itself; and as it necessarily provokes an 
organization of a similar chafucter on the other 
side. the phenomenon is speediiy produced of two 
contending Commitiecs that have come into exist- 
ence no one quite knows how struggiing for the 
victory, and in the tyranny of their struggle drag- 
ing vown the conditions of political iife to the 
standard of the meanest. There is no magic in the 


English nature to keep us free from the evile to 
which pelities in the United States have succumbed. 


In this country there will be a very gen- 
eral feeling of sympathy with that portion 
of the English people who are exposed to the 
operation of the caucus system, and they will 
re-echo the following sentiment, which an 
American visitor to England writes to one 
of the papers : 


You are afraid of the cattle plague coming among 
you. That is nothing—absolutely nothing. bat 
if you find any one importing inte England tae 
organization of the *! caucus,”’ slaughter aim at 
the very first outpost.

can mechanism. If it is wise, however, it 
will make one exception of one machine,— 
that of the caucus,—and never cease warn- 
ing its people against adopting it. It can 
accomplish no good or useful purpose. If 
once it gets control it will take years of hard 
work to smash it. Meanwhile it will rob and 
plunder at will. | 
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DEMONETIZING GOLD AND SILVER. 

Botvenr’s platform demands the abolition 
of gold and silver as standards of value. 
We submit to the thoughtful mind of any 
unprejudiced man the proposition, How can 
there be any system of paper currency which 
does not necéssarily, and despite all expedi- 
ents, rest on coin money ? Our people export 
of their own productions about $700,000,000 
annually, and import an average sufficient to 
make the whole foreign trade in round 
figures twelve hundred millions of dollars. 
What we export we sell abroad at the 
world’s prices, im the world’s money, 
which is coin. It is immaterial what 
we may compute the property at in our 
currency ; we get precisely what the world 
will give for it in coin. This coin value of 
exports in foreign lands fixes tho doimestic 
price of the same cOmmodities in coin, We 
buy what we import, and we pay for it at 
coin prices. We convert our paper through 
the gold brokers into coin with which we 
buy, and we convert the coin which we get 
for what we sell, through the gold brokers, 
into paper. In both cases we buy and sell 
at coin prices, using our paper, not at its 
fice value, but at such value as the gold 
brokers will give for it incoin. The value 
of all commodities, therefore, bought and 


sold have practically been bought aud sold 


at their coin value; the depreciation of the 
paper being added when the transactions 
were in paper; the prices in paper rising or 
falling from day to day and hour to hour by 
the changes in the value of the paper as an 
exchange for coin. 

There must be some standards,—the 
pound, the yard, and the dollar. As the 
price of all we sell is fixed by the amount of 
coin we can get therefor, it is impossible to 
fix a value thereon measured by any other 
standard of value. We may sell wheat at 
#5 per bushel in fiat serip, when all we can 
get for it in coin is $1 per bushel. It follows 
equally that the five fiat dollars can only be 
exchanged for the #1 in coin. So that, after 
all, and despite all the Butlerism devices to 
have a national monetary system based upon 
faith paper to the exclusion of coin, all 
business transactions are made upon coin 
values. Itis impossible to get rid of that 
measurement. 

The only possible mode in which we can 
exclude coin values from governing in all 
commercial transactions, no matter what the 
form of the money may be, is that, in the 
same law which makes this fiat money a 
legal-tender in payment of debts, 1t be made 
also a legal-tender in exchange for land, 
houses, labor, services, and all commodities, 
at fixed prices. Thus, that a fiat note 
shall be a legal-tender in payment for one 
dollar of debt, and a legal-tender also in ex- 
change for one day’s ordinary labor; that 
the price of skilled labor, in fist money, be 
also fixed and irrevocable; and that the rates 
of house-rent, the prices of meats and bread, 
of corn, wheat, flour, tobacco, cotton, and 
all kinds of cloths and leather goods, be fixed 
by law, independent of supply and demand, 
abundance or scarcity ; and that the fiat 
money be made legal-tender at par in ex- 
change for all these things at fixed prices, 
under pain of death or imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary. Thus, and thus only, can 
the system of “ idiotic” coin values ever be 
eradicated, and thus only cen we have a 
purely original monetary system of fixed 
values. Is this really what the Massachu- 
setts plan means ? 


Mr. Groree S. Bourweuu, ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury and ex-Senator from Massachu- 
setts, in a note to the editor of Tun Tars- 
uNE disclaims all responsibility for the man- 
ifold errors in the revision of the United 
States Statutes in 1873. Mr. Bourwei is 
now at work on a new edition of the 
statutes, and we got his name con- 
fused with that of Mr. Potanp, who was 
prominently identified with the bungling re- 
vision of 1873. In preparing the new edi- 
tion, however, Mr. Bourwxz's powers are 
limited to a change of the statutes which 
Congress has ordered, so that such errors as 
were made in the revision, and are not yet 
discovered by Congress, will remain in the 
new editiop. The error in regard to the 7.30 
bonds, calling them legal-tenders, is one of 
these. Mr. Bourweit says: The provision 
of the statutes of 1873 in regard te 7.30 bonds 
remains unchanged, and it will therefore re- 
appear in the new edition as it stands in the 
old, but without any agency or fault on my 
part.” The evidence is already so abundant 
that the work of revision was carelessly and 
bunglingly done by the Pola revisers that 
errors are likely to be discovered from time 
to time for mahy years to come.

THE DATE OF THE CONGRESSIONAL BLECTIONS 
—PROSPECTS IN VARIOUS DISTRICTS. 
Special Correspondence of The Trimene. 

Drs Moines, Ia., Sept. 11.—Already the Dem- 
ocratic press have begun to work mischief in re- 
gard to the election of Congressmen, despite 
the fact that Judge Campbell, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, declares 
emphatically, over bis own signature, in a pub- 
lic statement, that October is the only proper 
and legal time to elect Congressmen in jowa. 
So far us the action of the Governor is coocern- 
ed, it evidently would make no difference 
whether he called an election in October or 
November. If the Democrats of Iowa take no 
vdvantage of tae ambiguiiy, they are abup- 
Guptiy assured that their faithful and unscrup- 
uluus agent, Adams, Clerk ot the Lower douse 
of Representatives, will. The Dubuque Herald 
sounds the tocsin thus: 

The next House will be Democratic, and, being 
the sole judge of the election of its own members, 
it will declare the lowa election beld in October i) - 
Jegal, and therefore the lowa members not enti- 
tied to seats. This is the view of some of the bert 
Repudlican authority, dad wf w not unlikely to be 
the piew of the House. 

The Governor has consuited with eminent 
jurists, and the Attorney-General, onc Judge of 
the Federal Courts, two Judwes of the State Su- 
ureme Court, two ex-istriet-Cours Judges, aud 
several leading lawvers, concur in the opmion 
that the October election is sulliciently fixed by 
the Constitution as the general election for 
State officers to come within he purview of the 
modified statutes of the United States. But, iu 
view of tlie probable action of Clerk Adams, it 

pot improbaisic that further action 

be had to settie authoritative- 

ly the question. The Governor having 
issned his proclamation tor an October election, 
„ writ of mandamus may be issued and served 
upon him to compel him to call an election iu 
November, or come into court or show cause 
why he does not. That would bring the ques- 
tion before the judicial tribuvals; and, as the 
Supreme Court will be in session next week, it 
eould be then brought before it, and the Con- 
stitution be construed <ccording to its intent. 
There is no question as to the language of the 
act of Congress in the matter, but there is as to 
that of the Constitution of Iowa, and this 
would afford the best possible pretext for Clerk 
Adams, in making up his roll of the next House, 
to omit the names of every Representafive from 
lowa; for, i they were elected in 
October, he will claim they should 
have been in November; and, if elected 
in November, he will say they should have been 
in October. The history of the Colorado case— 
one of the most villainous frauds ever perpe- 
trated upon the rights of anv people—is abund- 
ant aud conclusive evidence that he will vot 
hesitate to repeat the fraud as often as oppor- 
tunity offers. Had the Governor convened the 
Legisiature in extra session, it could only have 
amended a statute which would have still leit 
the Constitution as it now is. To ameml the 
Constitution requires the action of two succes- 
sive Legisiatures and the pedple. ihe only 
remedy left for the present emergency is by 
mandamus and through the courts. The House 
of Representatives may decide upon the qualiä- 
cation of its own members, but it cannot devide 
upon the provisions of State Constitutions. 
That belongs alone to the Supreme Court of 
each State. The decision of the Supreme Court 
of this State ought. therefore, to be obtained at 
once, and probabiy will be, in order that all 
doubt may be dispelled as to whether lowa 
comes Within the modifying act of Congress.

IBLE GRESNBACKS AND A REVENUE-REFORM 
TARIFF. 

To the Conservative Voters of the Third Con- 
gressianal District; I announced to the nomi- 
nating Convention of the district immediately 
before its adjournment that in a letter of ac- 
ceptance I expected to be called upon to write 
my opinions on the questions now interesting 
the public.

I hold that the first 
of them in importance is that of the maintenance 
of the ocratic party of the United States in 
its integrity, tor we of the South owe to that par- 
ty our release from the condition of conquered 
provinces and the protection of the Con- 
stitution we now enjoy, and if we maintain it 
undivided it will probably acquire the control of 
both the legislatitb and executive branches of 
the Government, and introduce honesty, econo- 
my, and strict construction of the Constitution 
into the Government and restore prosperity to 
the country. 

1 hold the law establishing National Banks, 
including the prohibitory tax (10 per cent) on 
other banks, to be utterly unconstitutional, and 
therefore to be repealed as soon as possible, the 
National-Bank notes to be called in gradually 
by the substitution of redeemable United States 
notes, and the issue of such notes to be in- 
creased until sufficient for the wants of all 
parts of the country. I advocate, in 
other words, abundahce of paper money, 
equal in value to gold and silver, 
and recetvable for ail dues to the Govern- 
ment. Being a lifelong Democrat, I stand upon 
the Democratic platform in this and all other 
poiitical questions,—namely, strict construction 
of the Constitution, close economy in all 
branches of the Government, and the extinction 
of the national debt gradually, but as soon as 
possible.

Lake Forest, III., Sept. 12.—The President, 
Mrs. Haves, and their sons reached this place at 
5 o'clock this evening, after having passed 
throurh a country along the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad throngiug with en- 
thusiastic citizens. The train left Milwaukee a 
half-hour late, lost another hour at Racine on 
account of the length of the reception there, 
and yet was but fifteen minutes behind time 
when it reached here, a distance of sixty miles. 
The Milwaukeeans had a very iuteresting pro- 
gramme to-day, embracing a drive around the 
city, a visit to the Soldiers’ Home and to 
Quintin’s Park, where were assembled several 
thousand Germans. The President was re- 
ceived at the Soldiers’ Home with military 
honors, was conducted through the various halls 
by Gen. E. C. Hinks, the commandant, and 


finally to the chapel, where 
THE SOLDIERS 
were seated. Gen. Hincks stepped to the front 


of the platform and said: 

Conne: I have the pleasure of presenting to 
you one whom we weicome, not only as the hon- 
ored Chief Magistrate of the nation which we bave 
served, not only as a member of the Board of Man- 
avers who are charged with the government of this 
Home. but by a better and, to ns, a dearer title, — 
a comrade who has participated in our hardships, 
and who is entitled to receive the benefits of this 
Home which a grateful people have provided for 
those who have stood in their defenses upon the 
periious edge, nay the very incarnadined centre ef 
battle; and | ask you to extend to him a soldier's 
greeting, by rising in your places and giving him 
three rousing cheers, such as we gave in the olden 
time when victory had perched upon our banners, 
—the President of the United States. 

This was answered by the soldiers rising and 
giving three cheers, ending with a tiger. 

The President was visibly affected, and, when 
he spoke, his voice trembled with emotion. He 
thanked them for the warmth of their greeting. 
“ Whatever,” said he, “of good fortune 1 
have had, I regard the four years spent in fight- 
ing for the Union as the most precious years of 
my life. Glad lam to know that this Home 
for those who saved the nation is so deserving 
of you, and so worthy of the country you 
saved.“ This was responded to by the soldiers 
by another round of cheers and a tiger.

A. T. STEWART’S HOARD. 


General Falling-in of the Scheme of the 
Irish Cousins to Get a Division of the 
Great Estate.

New Tonk, Sept. 1%3.—The contest over the 
will of the late A. T. Stewart has entered upon 
a new phase. The proposition of the contest- 
ants is that Mr. Stewart was not in 
his right mind when the will was 
made, and that document is the result 
of undue influence and fraud. Alexander 
Stewart, the old Vermont farmer whose name 
has hitherto figured at the head of the list of 
the contestants in the suit prepared by S. F. 
Kneeland against Mrs. Stewart and ex-Judge 
Hilton, has been staying iu this city 
ior several days in the Metropol 
itan Hotel. Until yesterday be kept 
himself strictly private, but last evening ad- 
mitted several reporters, and spoke with free- 
dom. He said he was, without doubt, the 
cousin of the late A. T. Stewart, and would 
have claimed a share of the estate if 
the latter had died intestate, but had 
no intention of disputing the will. 
He added he never authorized Lawyer Chapman, 
of Proctorsville, to sue in his behalf, or any 
other lawyer, and declared that the ramor that 
he was “imprisoned” or bought off by Judge 
Hilton was absurd. He added that neither 
Judge Hilton nor anybody else had offered him 
a cent.

Investigation into the Living Manners of 
the Keepers of the Almshouse at That 
Duleet Spot.

New York, Sept. 12.—The Supervisors of 
Suffolk County, Long Island, met to-day to 
examine into the charges, first made public*ip 
Tus Cu1caGo TRIBUNE, against Superintendent 
Williams and Keeper John Loudon, of the 
Yaphank Alme- House. A Ines special says: 
The Board had invited all persons in possession 
of facts bearing upon the case to appear. First, 
a communication from District-Attorney Wick- 
bam was read, géing to the root of the matter, 
and questioning the legality of the removal of 
paupers from the county. The communication 
was very long and action upon it 
was deferred. Supervisor Smith then pre- 
sented and read a communication from 
ex-Judge Smith, that presented the case in a 
new aspect. It was that, prior to the publica- 
tion of the story in Taz Tripune, he had been 
in receipt of letters from Chicago telling the 
same disgraceful tale, and asking him to investi- 
gate the charges made bv thé girls against 
Messrs. Williams and Louden. The Judge pre- 
pared a series of questions relative to the al- 
leged criminal fnttmacy existing between the 
girls and officers of the Alms-House, and for- 
warded them to Mr. Louden. Te these 
questions he received very evasive and 
unsatisiactory answers, aud desired an 
opuortunitvy of pressing them. This 
communication was considcred very important. 
Austin Downs, grandfather of Lucy Downs, one 
of the girls taken to Chicago, read a series of 
letters from Clricago bearing on the case, 
and, among them, a statement from 
Lucy Downs, but unsworn to, to the 
effect that, in the Galt House in Chicago, 
Mr. Williams had been intimate with her, while 
a similar intimacy had cxisted between Mr. 
Louden and another of the pauper girls under 
his charge. In view of the gravity of the 
charges, the Board resolved to defer further 
consideration until other testimouy should 
be procured, and requested all persons 
interested to meet with them at Riverhead 
Tuesday next. Thev proceeded to investigate 
the charges of general immorality in the Alms 
House, and for this purpose examined a num- 
ber of witnesses. ‘The first was Dr. Baker, res- 
ident physician, who testified that he had never 
seen or known of anything wrong or immoral 
during his connection with the Home. Cross- 
examined and asked what he remembered of the 
ease of Lucy Field, the witness admitted that 
the young woman in — 4 had given birth to 
a child after wing an inmate of 
the house for more than a year. 
With the exception of Lucy Downs, 
the Doctor had no suspicion that any of the five 
girls taken to Chicago were pregnant at the 
time of their departure from this place. Other 
witnesses were Benjamin Wheeler, Un-

MILES. 
VICTORY INSTEAD OF DEATH. 
Special Dienc ch to The Trivenc. 
MaMMOTH SPRiInGs, NATIONAL PARK, Sept. 9. 

—Dispatches received here from Gen. N. A. 
Miles say that on the 4th inst., at 4 4. m., his 
comu. and of twenty-seven soldies and thirty- 
five Crows struck a body of tifty Bannocks near 
Ciark’s Fork of the Yellowstone, on the 
Wyoming line, killed thirteen hostiles, and 
captured thirty-four men, womea, and children, 
and 200 ponies. Capt. Bennett, Company B. 
Fifth infantry, was shot through the heart, one 
soldier wounded, and one Crow killed. Three 
Other bands of hostiles, reported in the Park, 
have gone to the Wind and Snake River coun 
tries. 


THE PARTY MILES DESTROYED 
was first reported by Lieut. Clark, who attacked 
them on the 29th and killed one. This is a 
most important victory over the Bannocks. 
Miles is now ou the east fork of the Yellow- 
stone in the Park, with troops in all the nortl- 
ern mountain passes. The captured Indians 
were seat to Fort Keogh; also Capt. Bennett's 
remains. The Indians have been doing many 
depredations in the Park. One ot Hayden’s 
surveying parties lost all its stock by them. 
SODA BUTTE CREEK. 

BosEMaN, Mont.. Sept. 14—A courier from 
Capt. Browning brings. news that on Sunday 
last Gev. Miles had a battle with Bannocks on 
Soda Butte Creek, near Clark's Ford. Thir- 
teen Indians were killed. The rest of the party, 
thirty-seven in all, were captured. Miles’ loss 
was Capt. Andrew 8. Bennett, killed, and one 
soldier mortally woundod. Miles’ force num- 
bered twenty-one men and a few scouts. 

JUSTLY INCREDULOUCS. 

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 12.—Friends of the St. 
Paul parties who are on an excursion in the 
Yellowstone region are not concerned at the re- 
port of the massacre last night, believing it un- 
founded. When last beard from, the ladies of 
the party were at Fort Ellis, and Gen. Miles at 
Crow Agency. 

STILL IN THE DARK. 

BisMARCK, D. T., Sept. 12.—The rumor that 
Miles has had a fight with the Bannocks in the 
Yellowstone Park us generally credited here. 
It is known that, after leaving Fort Keogh with 
his party, they struck a fresh trail, and, appre- 
hending danger, the ladies of the party were 
sent to Fort Ellis, while the command went in 
pursuit of the Indians. A brother of Senator 
Dorsey left Fort Keogh the 5th inst. He says 
the report that Miles had a fight, in which 
twenty-seven of his escort: were killed and the 
remainder surrounded, had reached there; that 
two companies of mounted infantry from Fort 
Custer, and a band of Cheyefne Indians from 
Keogh had gone to their assistance. The mail 
was held at Keogh a day and a half for particu- 
lars, but left without any. The steamer Batche- 
lor, which left Keogh twenty-four hours later, 
has nothing additional. 

THE CHEYENNES.,. 
THEIR SUDDEN BREAK. 
Special Diapatch to The Tritune. 

Omana, Neb., Sept. 12.—The Cheyenne out- 
break in the Indian Territory causes active 
preparations in this Department to intercept 
them. Four companies will start immediately 
— Burrows’, Bowman’s, Bisbie’s, and Trotter’s, 
of the Ninth, Fourth, and Fourteenth Regi- 
ments—west to rendezvous at Sidney, on the 
Union Pacific Railroad. This is near the 
probable point at which the Indians will cross 
the road. Scouts will determine this, and a 
specia! train will be kept in waiting to move ata 
moment’s warning. Col Lewis at Fort Dodge 
will take up the pursuit with a strong column 
at such point on the Kansas Pacific Road as his 
guides may determine by their reconnoisances. 
This is another case of starvation, and Sitting 
Bull’s ranks will possibly be recruited still 
further. 

LeavenwortTn. Kan., Sept. 12.—A detach- 
ment of the Twenty-third Infantry left this 
morning over the Kansas Pacific for the frou- 
tier for the purpose of bringing back to their 
reservation a number of Cheyenne and Arrapa- 
hoe Indiaus who have stolen away from their 
reservation near Fort Keno. Maj. Dallas, of the 
Twenty-third, goes in command. Eight car- 
loads of horses are taken with the train. The 
troops will be mounted probably at Fort Lyon. 

SITTING BULL. 
A GREAT SENSATION. 

Sr. Paun, Mino., Sept. 12.—The report has 
just reached here that over 1,000 hostile Sioux 
are on Sunday Creek, near Fort Custer. An 
officer of the Mounted Police arriving here to-day 
from Fort Benton, says Sitting Bull and his eatire 
force are on this side of the line, splendidly 
armed and equipped. 


UTES. 
HOSTILE SAVAGES IN MIDDLE PARK. 

Sr. Josgen, Mo., Sept. 11.—information has 
been received here of a shocking Indian outrage 
perpetrated in Middle Park, a favorite hunting 
resort in Colorado,forty miles from Georgetown 
and ninety miles from Denver. A band of 
about torty Ute indians came into the Park, 
and by their insolemce made themselves very 
obnoxious to settlers and hunters. They ciaim- 
ed that their annuities had not been properly 
distributed, and threatened violence. ‘Lhe set- 
tiers organized, and notified them that they 
would be required to get back to their reserva- 
tion. Some of them were dievosed to resent 
the order, and @ fight ensued, in which one 
indian was killed. The band tien agreed to 
les ve, and started unaccompanied by an escort. 

in passing the home of Abram Elliott, a 
wealthy stock-raiser in the Park, they found hin 
in frout of his house splitting wood, and, wita- 
out a word of warning, shot him through the 
heart. Mrs. Elliott, who is the daughter o Maj. 
Christopher, of St. Joe, and hichly connected 
here. heard the shot, and ran to the door in 
time to see a lad who lived with the family flee- 
ing toward the mountains, closely pursued by 
the Indians, who finally abandoned the chase 
alter firing an ineffectual volley at the boy. 
Then the hborror-stricken lady discovered the 
body of her husband. She did not swoon, but. 
with thas heroism characteristic of the frontiers- 
man’s wife, sat down by the bloody corpse of 
the murdered husbapd, and kept a lonely vigil 
until the return of ber son, an bour and a half 
later. 

Maj. Christopher will start to-morrow for the 
scene of the tragedy, to look alter the welfare 
of his widowed daughter. There is intense in- 
digpation here, as Abram Ellhott was well 
known and generally esteemed iu this section.

The Treasury of the United States Found te 
Contain All the Money Belonging There 
“Silver Dollars—The Revised Statates— 
Kellogg and Kells—The Printers. 

Snectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasaineton, D. C., Sept. 12~—Senator Da- 
vis, of West Virginia, who is Cbairman of the 
Committee of Investigation of the Treasury 
Account, with a view to the discovery of an al- 
leged deficit of many millions, has been greatly 
annoyed at the fact that the experts employed 
by him during his absence in Europe have been 
unable to find the great deficit expected of 
them; but, as a matter of fact, these experts, 
who are very skilled men, after an examination 
of many months, have been unable to find any 
deficit or irregularities in the Treasury ac- 
counts. They proceeded with this work inavery 
systematic manner, aud compared all the great 
items of receipts and aisbursements, checking 
them off one by one. The result of this very 
exhaustive and laborious investigation by un- 
friendly critics is to show that, at least so far as 
receipts, expenditures, and cash tp the Treasury 
go, there is no legitimate cause of complaint 
against the Republican administration of the 
finances. 

The Treasury is beginning to receive returns 
from the silver circulars recently issued, Yes- 
terday the orders for standard silver dollars 
ageregated $75,000. To-day orders werd’ re- 
ceived for more than $95,000, and it is expected 
that, within ten days there will be a very 
active movement of these doilars from the 
Mints to different parts of the country. ‘Those 
thus far sent out have been mainly to the West 
and South.

REBEL ARCHIVES. 


Two “Sovereign states Make Demand for 
a Portion of Them--They are Now Digest 
ing Secretary McCrary's Reply. 

Washington Dispatch te Detroit Post and Tribune, 

Atténtion was called, .in these dispatches, 
some time ago, to attempts that had been made 
by Gov. Vance, of Nortn Carolina, to obtain 
possession of certain documents among the Rebel 
archives at the War Department, which were 
captured by Gen Sherman at Ralcigh during the 

War. As was stated atthe time, the attempts 

were uneucceseful, although Gov. Vance made 

the demand in the name, and by the authority, 
of “asovereign State, sah!“ After the refusal of 

Secretary McCrary to recognize the authority of 

the Governor of a sovereign State“ to demand 

these documents, Vance secured the passage 
of a joint resolution by the Legislature of North 


Carolina, and secured also the afd of Mississippi 
and other “sovereign States.” intending to 
bulldoze Secretary McCrary into giving up these 
documents, or at least overawe him by thé von- 
certed demand of a Solid South.“ 

The reason for the anxiety of the Southern 
States to recover possession of these documents 
is Obvious. There is a great suit soon to be 
tried between the ex-Confederate States and the 
United States Government for damages growing 
out of the War. This suit is familiarly known by 
the title of “Kebel Claims.“ Among tue 
archives is evidence that. will prevent 
the ex-Rebels from recovering the dam- 
ages they seck, but they do not 
know just exactly what itis. Last winter Con- 
gressman Willitts saved 8400, 000 to the Govern- 
ment by a timely exhibition of one page of this 
evidence. In the Supreme Court, not long ago, 
Adjutant-Genera!l Townsend furnished evidence 
on which a claim of $13,000,000 against the 
Government was defeated. and millions more 
have been saved in the Court of Claims and 
Southern Claims Commission in similar cases. 
So that the reason of the strong desire of these 
elaiinants to get the Rebel archives into their 
own hands is apparent. 

When Secretary McCrary received the joint 
resolutions of the Levislature of North Caro- 
lina, he wrote Gov. Vance the following letter: 

The Hon. Z, B. Vance, Governor of the State of 
North Carolina, Raleiqh—Stm: I have examined 
the question of returning the books of the Execu- 
tive Department of North Carolina, as presented 
by a resolution of the General Assembly of that 
State. and, in reply, have fspectfully to inform 
you that I do not fee) either autngrized or disposed 
to deliver the original of these records to the State 
of North Carolina. I find them im the possession 
of the United States as property captured in war. 
and can make no disposition of them until author- 
ized oy act of Congress. 

The hegislature of your State, doubtless antici- 
vat ing this difficulty, request that in case the orig- 
inals cannot be recovered, copies of them may be 
procured at the expense of the State. I am dis- 
posed to comply with this request, so far as can 
consistently. 7s 3 

lt is probable that upon examination it may be 
found that some of the records are of such à char. 
acter as to be of great importance to the United 
States as evidence in existing claims upon the 
Treasury. lu several cases heretofore, by resort 
to similar documents, the Government has been 
enabled to defeat very large fraudalent claims. 

I must, therefore, reserve the right to tre my 
discretion in determining whether any, and, if any. 
what. records should be excepted on the ground 
that they ourht not to be made public. 

With this limitation, | am prepared to say that, 
if the State will defray the expense, I will order

THE CHICAGO 
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BEN BUTLER. 

The Farragut Prize Case—Dark Facts Still 
Unexpilained—Another Chance to Show Up 
Under a Biazing Microscope.” 

Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 

Rre Beacu, N. H., Sept. 6.—Gen, Butler has 
furnished the country with what he terms an 
explanation of how he came to take some scores 
of thousands of dollars from the officers, 
sailors, and seamen who captured New Orleans. 
This Butierian explanation does not tell bow 
much he received of the $142,000 taken, but 
does declare that he would have taken twice 
as much H he could have got it. This part of 
ms statement his worst enemy would not be 
reckless enough to deny. 

Two items are known in Washington as to 
the proportion of the $142,000 that two lawyers 
geceived who did very much, if not the most, of 
the hard work of the case, which items afford 
a basis from whith to estimate the size of 
Butier’s grab. One of these gentlemen re- 
ceived $300, the other $1,500. 

But there are other things than the question 
of dividing the spoils of the Treasury, and the 
money of sailors connected with this case, 
which Gen. Butler, fresh from his great hunt 
* fraud, dovs bot allude to by so much as a 

int. 

As is well known, the fleet of Admiral Porter 
co-operated with that of Admiral Farragut in 
Gen. Butler, who 
from his Urst appearance in Congress exhibited 
great skill in causing bis service fof his constit- 
ueuts to subserve his personal interests as a 
lawyer, and bis personal hatreds as a man, un- 
dertook the Farragut prize case both as a Rep- 
resentative and as a lawyer. In the first 
capacity he introduced a bill, which was 
referred to the House Committee on the 
Judiciary, proyiding for the adjudication 
of the New Orleans case. Every map of 
honor would suppose that a Representative, 
professing to be wholly devoted to the interests 
of all who served the Union in the War of the 
Rebellion, as Butler did profess with the voice 
and publicity of a Pharisee, would pave been ex- 
tremely careful to so frame his bill as to include 
in its benetits all the brave men who risked 
their lives lu the expedition, Yet this is exact- 
ly what he was exceedingly careful not to do, 
and with that devilish ingenuity for agil which 
marks his works, he su drew his bill as to shut 
out Porter’s entire fleet. The bill had a harm- 
less look. It gave prize and head money to all 
in the Union fleet which passed certain 
forts in the capture of New Orleans on the day 
of the attack. Simply because Butler intro- 
duced it, members of the Judiciary Committee 
suspected some trick, and sent it to the Navy 
Department for report. A note came back 
with the information that it excluded Porter 
aud all under him, since his fleet remained be- 
low the forts pamed, and there carried on their 
bombardment. 

Thus, as was believed by all knowing to the 
case at this stage, Butler, for the purpose of 
gratifying his old gradgés against Admiral 
Porter, dating back to the days of Fort Fisher 
and the powder-boat, deliberately worded his 
bill so as to exclude thousands of brave men 
who fought under Porter from all participation 
in the rewards. of their gallantry. Such is 
Butler's practical love for our noble tars.” 
His trick was detected, and his project was 
finally beaten after he had tried it again before 
the courts. 

There are other facts of which his so-called 
explanation gives no intimation. Two of the 
ships on account of which he helped to take 
money out of the Treasury had previously been 
decided prises of war in other courts, and the 
settlement made therefor at the Treasury. 
For three of them Adrriral Farragut had in 
writing released all claim for prize, and the 
ships had been returned to their owners. 
One sbip had been urchased by the 
Government for $40,000, aud for one 
which was lost the Government had paid about 
$30,000. Several ships accounted ander Butier’s 
care as bresent at New Orieans at the time of 
the capture were never there until some months 
after the occupation of the city by the Union 
troops. These ‘facts appear in detail in the 
Government history of the War i the Depart- 
ment of Justice. The Attoroey-General had 
collected evidence upon the above and similar 
points, by which he expected; had it been in- 
troduced, to save the Government $600,600 
But, by an ingenious drafting of terms of arbi- 
trament, quite as skiliful as the form bw which 
it was hoped to shut Porter’s fleet out, much 
of the evidence was rejected, and Butler 
marched on undisturbed to his technically legal 
spoils. It scarcely requires the blaze of a 
microscope ’’ to reveal the real character of such 
transactions as these. H. V. B.

“The Chinese must go.“ said Dennis Kear- 
ney at Jersey City the other night, and he has 
said the same thing in every public speech he 
has delivered.

Sam 
Wuir, iaundryman at Chatham and Chamber 
streets, was bard at work at his ironing-board 
and disinclined. to eater into any conversation 
that bad not dollars and cents as ite ultimate 
object. in a small recess under the pavement 
three Cbinamen lay in a well-dreased bunk fast 
asleep, and another skipped to and fro through 
the maiu apartment intent upon the business of 
his life. 

Me no speakee Melican,” said Sam Wuir, as 
he filled his mouth with water. and sent it in a 
thin spray over the bosom of a 50-cent sbirt.

„Al light,”’ said the new appearance. What 
you want? 

Then, after the visitor had made known his 
wishes, he received the following reply: 

“Dum Kaunv. He Hish sconnell. You go 
see Gee Wo. He livee landly West Bloadway. 
He talkee Melican likee debbil, allee same 
leadee Melican, Speakee mach bow Kaony, 
uam üsumau. Go see he. He bully China- 
man. 

At Gee Wo's place were found Ah Chin, an 
aged Chinaman; Ho Lee, a retired laundrvmap ; 
and Lee Hoop, a dried - up specimen, who might 
be 25 or 1065. Gee Woo refased to converse 
further thaw to say, Dam Kauny.” Ah Chin 
was evidently under the inftience of opium, 
aud could speak no word of any tongue; but 
Hop Lee was votubte in the extreme. He was 
sy voluble, indeed, that not one word that be 
uttered could be understood. lle had heard 
about Kearnev, howerer, aud spoke of him fre- 

uently as Dear Kanuy,“ with an emphasis 
that was refreshing.

BAYARD TAYLOR’S REPORT. 


The German Press Disgusted with the Po- 
lice Order, 
Cincinnati Voiksbdlatt. 

The following semi-official report from Wash- 
ington has been sent out through the agency of 
the Associated Press: 

Wasurneton, Sept. 1.—A recent dispatch re- 
ceived at the Department of State from the Hon. 
Bayard Taylor, the American Minister at Berlin, 
says that in view of the prevailing politica! agitation 
in Germany, and the increased tendency to re- 
pressive measures on the part of the Government, it 
would be well if naturalized citizens, contemplat- 
ing visits to their former homes, were officially ad- 
vised that many possible annoyances may be 
avoided by declaring the probabie term of their 
stay to the local German authorities (the police) 
on arriving; and by abstaining from irritating 
political discussions; and by quickly obeying such 
municipal laws and regulations as apply to tem- 
porary as well as permanent residents, 

Now, we can scareely believe that Bayard 
Taylor has given this advice, or that the State 
Department proposes to follow it. But if the 
advice bas really been given, then it places the 
Government in an extremely strange position 
towards its citizens of German birth. It says 
to them in plain words: “Protect yourseil. 
From us you have no protection to expect, 
however just your complaints may be. You are 
beyond the pale of the law,—are outlawed.” 
No reasovable man raises any objection to the 
demand that Americans in Germany shall not 
meddle in political affairs. But entirely un- 
heard of, and shocking beyond measure, is the 
advice that German-Americana, on their arrival 
in Germany, shall announce themselves to the 
police, and place themselves during their stay 
under police care,—a demand that one is accus- 
tomed togmake of criminals, but not of harmless 
travelers. This advice is not only an avandon- 
ment of all German-Americans, but in it lies an 
insult, a humiliation, a kick for the whole coup- 
try. It says to the United States how little the 
German verument respects the American 
citizenship, how little it believes in the desire or 
ability of out Government to give to its natural- 
ized citizens the protection promised them. If 
the Government really gives to German-Ameri- 
can citizens the advice to put themselves in Ger- 
many under the care of the police there, one 
must think that it proposes to be guilty of a 
breach of faith towards them.

Gold- Hunting in Unhealthy New Guinea. 
Melbourne (Australia) Aug. 

Since the departure for New Guinea of the 
party of diggers, who sailed from Svdney in the 
Colonist schoover in April,a movement has 
beep made in al! the otber Australian Colonies, 
and several “ prospecting’’ parties are being 
formed, and one or two have started. Some 
ridicule bas been thrown on the movement ow- 
ing to the absurdities of an association which 
has deen formed by a few busybodies, under the 
imposing title of The Australasian Coloniza 
tion League,”’ the object of which is no less than 
the annexation of New Gainea to Victoria. At 
a recent meeting of the Association a petition to 
her Majesty the Queen was adopted, praying 
that the territory consisting of that portion of 
the Island of New Guinea pot in possession of 
the Dutch, together with al) the islands situated 
between Fijion the east, the Dutch settlements on 
the west, the equator on the north, and Aus- 
tralia and New Caledonia on the south, might 
be taken posseasion of for and on benalf of the 
British Empire; and that such territory, when 
taken possession of, might be placed under the 
jurisdictlon of the Colony of Victoria. The 
colonizing ardor, however, of the bold adven- 
turers of the Australasian Colonization League 
is, perhaps. likely to be somewhat chilled by 
the untoward news received from New Guinea 
respecting the expediton which sailed from 
Sydney by the Colonist. It appears that that 
expedition was compelled by the density of the 
P scrub to keep to the bed of the river up which 
it sought to proceed. Prospecting operations 
were thus restricted to the river bed, and when 
floods came down all work had to be re 
linguished. The prospects found were no 
better than those obtained by Goldie’s party,— 
that is to say, they were no better than 
could be got over thousands of square leagues 
of Australian territory, from the —— 
to Ballarat. When the unfortunate prospectors 
returned to the main camp the whole of the mei- 
pers of the party Was sized with fever, twepty- 
two being prostrate at one time by the terrible 
disease. Many of them who were destitute of 
means were dependent for sapvort ou the char- 
ity of the natives.

The buyers would not touch 
u bog with the cholera, though some city batchers 
might, if there was a chance to get it inte town 
upobserved. But when slanghtered and put on 
sale in the markets, a Sanitary Inspector who can 
tell sliseased meat would seize any that he ran 
across, It may be possible that a carcass unfit tor 
food finds ite way in pieces to tables now and then, 
but it is a contingency that can hardly be guarded 
against. The Stock-Yards authorities co-operate 
beartily with the Humane Society and tne Health 
Department to prevent diseased meat from deing 
sold for consumption, yet one has to take the 
chances of eating it on accutnt of the avaricious- 
uess of a few unscrupulous batchers.

ELIZABETH KERWAN 
AND HER UNLUCKY SON-IN-LAW. 

Tue officers and men of the Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion busied themselves yesterday in fruitless en- 
deavors to unearth a mystery that was presented to 
them in the light of a murder committed for pecu- 
niary gain. During the day a report was made to 
the effect that Elizabeth Kerwan had been missing 
from her home since Aug. 24; that she was 84 
yeacs of age; was dressed in & waterproof dress, 
and wore calf-skin shoes, etc. Now the vame 
» Elizabeth Kerwan is one not unknown to 
the police of all sections of the 
city, and associated therewith ie a vague 
idea of a demented mind. This apprehension was 
given birth to by the peculiar characteristics be- 
trayed by tae woman. She is 84 years of age, and 
the police descrioe her graphically with the saying 
that she isa women whom one would be afraid to 
meet in the dark. Her face, yellow with age, is 
marked by furrows so deep that they are objects 
of much speculative comment. Her eyes are 
large, lusttous, and maniacal in expression. 
** Thev look like cat's eyes. said one of the officers 
who knows her well. She usually wore a white 
ponnet of the old style, and the contrast between 
the white freshness of the head-gear and her 
weather-stained and etorm-beaten countenance 
lent to her a peculiarly wild and somewhat repul- 
sive appearance. In stature she was about five 
feet six inches high, ‘‘and as broad as long, re- 
marked the officer heref~fore referred to. One of 
the eccentricities of the strange old woman's 
character was her propensity for roving. She has 
een picked up in all parts of the city. Often she 
has been brought t town by farmers liv- 
ing away out on Archer avenue; again by 
citizens living wear Hyde Park. She has 
tramped the North Side too, and ber 
face and form are familiar in every police-station 
of the Rbenieh territory. In ber gypsy-like wan- 
dering Elizabeth was generaily of a peaceful and 
harmiess disposition, though she served as a ter- 
ror to the crowds of schoo! children who fled at her 
approach. 

Bat it was in her home-life that Granny“ 
Kerwan showed the rough points and angular sides 
of her disposition. She could not dwell in sweet 
tranquillity at the abode which she called her 
home,—tne house of her son-in-law. li doth 
not now appear very clearly whether or 
not Elizabeth was alone at fault. The 
unmerciful records of several police-sta- 
tions beat indelible evidences of Elizabeth's 
arrest and censuring for misdemeanors. Upon 
one occasion she was at the Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion charged with allowing her disposition to mas- 
ter her reason to such an extent that she broke ail 
the window-panes m her loving son-in-law's 
house. The same records bear handwritings that 
go far toward creating a firm belief that Elizabeth 
was sometimes as much sinned against as sinning; 
for her son-in-law, James Barry by name and res- 
identat No. 268 North Branch street, which it 
might be added is in the classic precincts of Goose 
Island, was once arrested for so far losing his 
presence of mind as to close his jaws when his 
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has been of so unusually long duration, however, 
that tae family think to look her up lest comment 
be made. Hence the fraiticss search spoken of in 
the fore part of thie item. The information which 
ied to this seareh was given by two of the old wom- 
ane daugoters living on the West Side. It was at 
their suggestion that a search-warrant was issued 
yesterday for the premiscs of James Barry, the 
son-in-law at whose house ola Elizabeth has pass- 
ed so many unsatisfactory duys and nights. The 
fact that the two—James and Elizabeta—had so 
often disagreed about trivial things was the 
reason why the aforesaid daughter directed the 
ever-surpicions eye of the police to James. Ac- 
cordingly, Lieut, Hathaway, Detective Whelan, 
and several other good men and true waded 
through the mud to (ivose Island yesterday, and 
invaded James’ house. They searched every- 
where, and even dag up the oll wherever it was 
loose as if recently disturbed. But they found 
only bugs ont of season, ola shoes, and brickbats, 
and no ghastly remains, While the officers do not 
regard the aforesaid James as one anv too good to 
do away with a mother-in-law ucularly such a 
pestiferous old nusance as Elizabeth must have 
been, they do not think that he kas murdered her 
nor secured her death. The only :acentive, out- 
side of persona! animosity, would be the old lady's 
supposed wealth. The personal animosity he could 
have endured foratime knowing that the alloted 
age of man is three score and ten years; and that 
his parent-in-law had already exceeded tne umit 
by fourteen degrees. And the supposition of mur- 
der for mercenary profit is not very reasunubie, 
for the old Jady's possessions have rap- 
idly dwindied away. This fact must have 
deen Known to any person occupying the 
near and dear relation of son-in-law. Indeed, 
**Granny’s”’ demented condition has been attrib- 
uted to a loss of her once quite handsome property. 
In conclusion, it may, in the light of facts already 
made known. be assumed that there has been no 
murder. Before closing, it may be stated, lest 
error reign supreme, that Elizabeth Kerwan was 
not always what she is to-day, if alive. She once 
was prosperous in worldly affairs. and dealt wisely 
and weil by ber children, some of whom are living 
in mfinence and affluence in adjoining States. 
Their seeming disregard of the ead condition of 
their mother would, however, indicate criminal 
neglect or ignorance. 


THE NEW CITY-HALL. 
THE CITY’S PORTION GOING UP NICELY. 

It having been some time since the work on the 
new City-Hall had been formally inspected, a re- 
porter took a stroll in that direction yesterday af- 
ternoon to examine the pile of stoné and brick 
and mortar in detail, and report to the public the 
results of his investigation. It was found that an 
average of five layers of the Bedford stone has been 
laid above the granite course all the way round. 
Thus far thie represents one of the best pieces of 
cut-stone work that has ever been seen in the 
city. The joints are almost perfect, and the 
whole surface is smooth and uniform. The brick- 
wor is keeping ~~ with the stone placing, and 
more than half of the partition walls are all ready 
tor the iron girders of the first or main floor. The 
latter are expected to be here by Saturday, and 
the masonry will be inreadiness for tue iron. The 
cut stone will also be up in readiness for the 
belting or base course. 

Mr. Batton, whom Mayor Heath left in general 
supervision of the work during his absence, is 
devoting all his time to the work, and inspects 
every load of brick and other material that comes 
upon the ground. His instructions were to 
allow no material otherwise than first- 
class to enter into the construction, 
and, judging from all appearances, he is faithful 
to bie trust.. He reports everything moving har- 
montously between the stone and the brick men. 
and the work progreseing finely. He stated that 
the basement story would be leveled up and com- 
piete by the last of thie month. In this there will 
be yen more than 2, 000, 000 of brick, which 
is of the quality. known ag sewer brick, from 
being burned harder than common brick. The 
grained arches have been placed for the doors and 
windows, and they will be left untii the next floor 
is up, forthe sake of convenience in getting up 
the materia). 

Having furnished this information, the Super- 
intendent left to attend to more important duties, 
and the reporter continued to make his observa- 
tions by himself. He noticed that the loug line of 
Bedford stone, five layers deep, was uniform in 
appearance, 80 far as an unpracticed eye was able 
to judge, of the same quality in every particular. 
and without blemish. The corner of the county 
building that was washed in order to compare the 
Lemont with the Bedford stone still looks clean 
compared with the rest of the 
and if any person not prejudiced can detect 
an unpleasant contrast, or even a noticeabie 
difference, between the two stones, he is 
more expert than the writer, for there was not 
half the difference between these that is observa- 
dle in many individual stones of the county por- 
tion, which is already beginning to assume 4 mot- 
tled appearance. 

The reporter. having finished the inspection of 
the new City-Hall, turned into the county's build- 
mg, and almost the first thing that greeted bis eye 
was a most lamentable botch, which it will be dif- 
cult to remedy, and which, if not remedied, must 
cause a calamity to that edifice. Just inside of 
the southern entrance, on the east side of the 
building, tnere is a brick buttress which shows 

UNMISTAKABLE SIGNS OF DISTRESS. 

It supports heavy columne of iron ranning to the 
roof. his buttress is composea of a sixteen-inch 
wali, with a nineteen-ineh projection. Now, with 
only two stories’ weight u it, it shows an alarm- 
ing state of weakness. mortar is dropping 
out from the joints rapidly, and the indications 
are that the inside of the wall isa perfect mush” 
of crumbled brick and mortar. Toe opposite side 
of the wall also betokens the distress in which 


placed. The buttress is an ungainly job anyhow, 
heaving a bulge on one side of nearly two inches. 
It will be remembered that. although the county 
contract called for hard brick, Sexton was allowed 
$3 a thousand more tnan the contract called for if 
be would use hard or sewer brick. These brick, it 
is said, he has made mimself, and the quality, as 
can be seen by any disinterested party, is very 
poor, aithough he ootained $30, 000 extra from the 
taxpayers upon his job. Large lime-holes appear 
in the brick in the walls, and the wurthlessness 
of work is apparent from the re 
sults thus far, while much more weight 
is te come upon it yet. About twelve feet to the 
eastward is another column, a portion of which 
was cut to do something with an iron 
girder. Thie hole, a workman said, was left for 
some time. a weak spot, but de gap was patched 
up a day or two ago, and presents a rough job. 

It any expertshould examine the twa,duildings 
as it is proposed that they shall appear when com- 
pleted, he will, if honest, say that the city half 
will be at least as good, if not better than, the 
county half; and now compare the cost ot each 
with the other by the following approximate fig- 
ures, which are very neariy correct:
